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OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 


The.Classical  Course  of  Study  is  substantially  that  of  the  oldest  and 
best  Colleges,  and  that  which  hns  proved,  from  experience,  to  be  best 
adapted  to  the  attainment' of  a  thorough,  liberal  education.  It.  is  recom- 
mended and  advised  in  preference  to  any  other  course.  To  complete  it 
requires,  including  two  years  of  preparatory  study,  six  years. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  upon  those  who  satisfac- 
torily complete  this  course. 

The  Scientific  Course  of  Study  is  so  arranged  as  to  meet  a  growing 
demand  of  the  community  for  a  more  directly  practical  and  less  expen- 
sive education — curtailing  or  excluding  the  study  of  the  ancient  lan- 
guages— and  extending  the  study  of  those  subjects  believed  to  be  more 
especially  suited  to  the  business  as  distinguished  from  the  literary  or  pro- 
fessional pursuits  of  life.  While  it  is  recommended  in  preference  to  any 
irregular  or  partial  course  of  study,  it  is  not  advised  where  the  circum- 
stances of  the  student  permit  him  to  pursue  the  regular  classical  course. 
It  embraces  four  years  of  study.  Upon  those  who  satisfactorily  complete 
this  course  will  be  conferred  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Biblical  Department. — For  the  benefit  of  young  men  preparing  for 
the  ministry,  the  Trustees  have  proposed  to  organize  a  Biblical  Depart- 
ment. The  studies  will  be  so  accommodated  to  those  of  the  other  de- 
partments that,  with  a  little  extra  study,  the  student  may  carry  them 
along  with  the  regular  course.  An  eclectic  course  can  be  taken  if  de- 
sired. During  the  past  year  fifteen  students  have  been  pursuing  studies 
in  this  Department. 

Law  Department. — The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  is  conferred  upon 
those  who  complete  the  prescribed  Course  of  Study  in  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, or  such  an  equivalent  as  the  Professor  in  that  Department  may 
deem  satisfactory.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 


DAILY  AND  ANNUAL  ROUTINE. 

The  exercises  of  each  day  begin  with  religious  services,  in  the  College 
Chapel,  commencing  at  quarter  past  eight  in  the  morning.  Recitations 
commence  at  half  past  eight  A.  M.,  and  continue  until  half  past  twelve 
P.  M.,  one  hour  being  devoted  to  each  study.  Every  student  is  required 
to  recite  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  four  lessons  daily — excepting 
Saturday  and  Sabbath.  On  Saturday  the  only  recitations  required  are 
the  "Weekly  Exercises,"  mentioned  in  the  Course  of  Study. 

Religious  Exercises  are  held  in  the  College  Chapel  on  Sabbath  after- 
noon, consisting  of  series  of  Lectures  by  members  of  the  Faculty,  designed 
especially  for  the  moral  and  religious  education  of  the  Student. 

On  Sabbath  mornings  the  Students  attend  public  worship  at  such 
churches  as  they  may  select,  though  it  is  expected  that  each  Student  will 
be  uniform  in  his  attendance  at  the  church  of  his  choice. 

GOYERNIBNT, 

The  government  of  this  Institution  is  strictly  parental,  and  it  is  de- 
signed to  be  at  once  preventive  and  corrective.  It  constantly  assumes 
the  moral  sense  of  the  Students,  and  relies  upon  their  sense  of  right  and 
their  disposition  to  right  for  its  efficiency.  Yet,  if  in  any  case  these  fail, 
it  has  the  means  at  hand  to  correct  the  evil. 

Whenever  a  Student  has-  entered  College,  he  is  regarded  as  subject  to 
all  its  laws  till  his  connection  is  formally  closed,  either  by  graduation  or 
otherwise;  and  no  Student  wil'  be  allowed  to  absent  himself  from  College, 
either  at  the  beginning  of  a  term,  or  at  any  other  time,  except  by  express 
permission  of  the  Faculty,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  minor,  by  written  per- 
mission of  his  parent  or  guardian. 

Requirements  and  Prohibitions. — Punctual  and  regular  attendance  at 
recitation,  at  public  College  exercises,  at  prayers,  and  at  church,  and  ob- 
servance of  study  hours  are  required  of  every  Student.  Ungentlemanly 
treatment  of  fellow  Students  or  citizens — clirespect  toward  the  Faculty — 
irreverence    at   church — amusements,    visits    of   pleasure,    gathering   in 
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groups,  and  noise  in  rooms,  on  the  Sabbath — absence  from  room  at  night, 
on  any  account,  except  to  attend  the  sick,  later  than  ten  o'clock — loud 
conversation,  loud  laughing,  wrestling,  jumping,  or  other  unnecessary 
noise  in  the  College  building — leaving  town  without  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  President — contracting  debts  without  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  parents  or  guardians — disorderly  deportment  at  boarding 
houses  or  elsewhere — permitting  disorder  in  a  room  by  any  person  what- 
ever— writing  upon  or  otherwise  defacing  the  College  buildings  or  furni- 
ture— using  obscene  or  profane  language — wearing  fire-arms,  or  other 
weapons — visiting  circuses  or  theaters — card  playing  and  gambling  of 
every  kind — visiting  drinking  saloons,  drinking  intoxicating  liquors,  or 
even  keeping  them  in  room  or  elsewhere — unnecessarily  visiting  the  rail- 
road depots — and  .all  other  breaches  of  good  morals  or  good  order,  are 
strictly  and  totally  prohibited. 

No  student  habitually  violating  any  of  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  or 
who  will  persist  in  any  criminal  practices  and  indulgences,  will  be  allow- 
ed to  remain  at  the  Institution. 

MEEIT    KOLL. 

All  absences  of  every  Student  from  recitation,  prayers,  lectures,  and 
church,  his  deportment  and  his -average  standing  as  a  scholar,  in  each 
department  of  study,  are  placed  in  a  record  prepared  for  that  purpose, 
and  at  the  end  of  each  term,  and  at  other  times  if  desired,  an  abstract  of 
this  record  is  sent  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  as  are  minors.  In 
estimating  punctuality,  the  first  unexcused  absence  counts  one  demerit 
mark;  the  second,  two;  the  third,  three,  and  so  on.  The  standard  of  per- 
fection, whether  in  scholarship,  punctuality  or  deportment,  is  one  hundred. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  the  general  standing  of  each  one  is  published  be- 
fore the  whole  body  of  students. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  Term  all  the  classes  of  that  Term  are  examined 
upon  their  studies  in  the  presence  of  Examining  Committees,  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  in  part  by  the  Faculty,  and  in  part  by  the  four  Metho- 
dist Conferences  of  Indiana.     The  Examinations  are  public. 

Candidates  for  Class  standing,  other  than  those  who  have  regularly 
pursued  their  studies  at  the  Institution,  are  required  to  pass  especial 
examinations,  either  at  the  beginning  or  ending  of  a  term,  no  one  being 
entitled  to  such  examination  who  has  not  paid  the  Janitor  fee  for  that  term. 

COMMENCEMENT. 

The  last  week  of  the  Third  Term  is  appropriated  to  the  closing  exer- 
cises of  the  year,  including  the  Annual  Examinations,  the  literary  per- 
formances of  the  Philological  and  Platonean  Societies,  the  re-union  and 
literary  exercises  of  the  Society  of  Alumni,  the  Annual  Prize  Perform- 
ances, the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  and  Address,  and  the  graduating  exer- 
cises of  the  Senior  Class. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


LOCATION 


The  Indiana  Asbury  University  is  located  at  Greencastle,  forty  miles 
west  of  Indianapolis,  at  the  intersection  of  the  Terre  Haute  and  Richmond 
Railroad  with  the  New  Albany  and  Chicago  Railroad. 

The  country  about  Greencastle  is  rolling,  well  timbered,  well  watered, 
fertile  and  beautiful.  The  place  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  most 
healthy  west  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains.  The  population  are  intelli- 
gent, moral  and  religious. 

HISTOET. 

This  University  is  under  the  patronage  of  the  four  Conferences  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Indiana.  In  the  autumn  of  1835,  the  Indi- 
ana Conference,  which  then  embraced  the  whole  State,  determined  to 
establish  an  institution  of  learning,  such  as  should  meet  a  long  felt  want. 
The  General  Assembly,  considering  such  an  institution,  "conducted  on 
the  most  liberal  principles,  accessible  to  all  religious  denominations,  and 
designed  for  the  benefit  of  our  citizens  in  general,"  would  be  of  immense 
advantage  to  the  State,  passed  an  act,  January  10th,  1837,  establishing 
"  The  Indiana  Asbury  University,  which  shall  be  founded  and  maintained 
forever,  upon  a  plan  the  most  suitable  for  the  benefit  of  the  youth  of  every 
class  of  citizens,  and  of  every  religious  denomination,  who  shall  be  freely 
admitted  to  equal  advantages  and  privileges  of  education,  and  to  all  the 
literary  honors  of  said  University,  according  to  their  merit." 

On  the  5th  of  June,  1837,  the  Preparatory  Department  was  opened^ 
In  May,  1839,  the  first  President,  Rev.  Matthew  Simpson,  now  one  of  the 
Bishops  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  assumed  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the 
various  departments  of  the  College  were  regularly  organized.  The  first 
Commencement  was  held  in  1840,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  University,  which 
was  then  just  completed.  At  this  time,  the  Faculty  consisted  of  but  four 
instructors.  In  1841,  the  Chair  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science  was 
established,  the  President  having  previous  discharged  the  duties  of  this 
department  in  addition  to  his  own.     In  1843,  the  department  of  Ancient 
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Languages  was  divided,  and  the  Professorship  of  Latin  instituted.  The 
department  of  Natural  Science  was  also  detached  from  that  of  Mathe- 
matics, and  organized  into  a  separate  Professorship.  In  1852,  the  Chair 
of  Belles  Lettres  and  History  was  established,  and  in  1853,  the  Law 
School  was  opened. 

ENDOWMENT. 

An  attempt  to  endow  the  Institution,  in  its  earlier  history,  by  the  sale 
of  perpetual  scholarships  at  $500  each,  and  of  limited  scholarships  for 
sums  varying  with  the  number  of  years,  having  proven  but  partially  suc- 
cessful, in  1844  a  plan  of  permanent  endowment,  by  the  sale  of  perpetual 
scholarships,  at  $100  each,  was  projected.  Efficient  agents  were  appointed 
to  carry  out  the  plan.  Up  to  the  close  of  the  year  1858  there  had  been  col- 
lected in  cash  and  notes,  by  the  sale  pf  scholarships,  for  permanent  en- 
dowment, about  $130,000,  of  which  over  $60,000  had  been  profitably  in- 
vested. The  real  estate  is  valued  at  $30,000.  This  amount  being  insuf- 
ficient to  carry  on,  successfully,  every  department  of  a  University,  it  is 
contemplated  to  use  means  steadily  to  increase  the  endowment  by  the  con- 
tinued sale  of  perpetual  scholarships,  and  the  securing  of  donations  and 
bequests. 

LIBEAEIES. 

The  libraries  of  the  University,  accessible  to  students,  number  in  the 
aggregate  about  10,000  volumes. 

The  Whitcomb  Library,  the  noble  bequeat  of  the  late  Gov.  Whitcomb, 
is  an  exceedingly  valuable  collection  of  books  in  every  department  of 
Literature,  having  been  selected  by  the  lamented  Governor,  in  his  later 
years,  with  the  greatest  care  and  discrimination.  It  numbers  4,500  vol- 
umes, and  is  carefully  arranged  and  preserved  in  a  room  devoted  to  this 
Library  alone. 

The  College  Circulating  Library  contains  over  three  thousand  well 
selected  volumes,   mostly  purchased  with  funds  donated  for  that  purpose. 

The  Libraries  of  the  Literary  Societies  consist  of  selections  made 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Society  authorities,  and  purchased  with  funds 
derived  partly  from  donations  and  partly  from  the  sessional  revenues,  it 
being  the  aim  to  devote  annually  a  portion  of  these  revenues  to  the  con- 
tinual improvement  of  the  Libraries. 

APPAEATUS  AND  CABINET. 

The  Philosophical  and  Chemical  apparatus,  though  not  of  the  most  ex- 
pensive kind,  is  sufficient  for  the  illustration  of  all  the  more  important 
principles  of  experimental  Philosophy.  It  includes  the  usual  apparatus 
of  the  laboratory,  a  fine  Achromatic  Telescope,  by  Fitz.  of  New   York,  of 
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four  and  one  half  inches  aperture,  complete  sets  of  Polarizing  Apparatus, 
Meteorological,  Electrical,  and  Magnetical  Apparatus,  of  the  most  ap- 
proved and  effective  forms,  and  various  instruments  for  illustration  in 
Optics  and  Thermotics. 

The  Dow  ling  Cabinet,  the  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  Dowling,  of  New  Albany, 
is  of  itself  an  extensive  and  valuable  collection  of  Minerals  and  Fossils. 
Combined,  as  it  is,  with  a  large  collection  of  specimens  obtained  by  do- 
nation and  exchange,  the  whole  cabinet  furnishes  much  valuable  aid  in 
the  studies  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology. 

L1TEBAEY  SOCIETIES. 

Two  Literary  Societies,  the  Platonean  and  Philological,  afford  the  usual 
opportunities  for  exercise  in  Forensicsand  Parliamentary  Usages.  Their 
halls  are  well  furnished,  and  supplied  with  Libraries  numbering  each  about 
one  thousand  volumes.

SCHOLAESHIPS. 

Perpetual  Scholarships,  granting  the  right  of  Tuition  to  the  purchaser, 
his  son  or  grandson,  or  any  person  selected  by  him,  under  certain  restric- 
tions, may  yet  be  secured,  by  paying  to  the  Treasurer  or  Agent  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars. 

In  the  use  of  these  scholarships  any  other  person  than  the  son  or  grand- 
son of  the  original  purchaser  must  present  a  written  certificate  from  the 
owner  that  no  compensation  therefor  is  received  or  expected  from  the 
Student  or  his  friends.  The  design  is  to  thus  secure  free  tuition  to  every 
Student  of  limited  means,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  field  of  benevolent 
enterprise  is  worthy  the  attention  of  all  persons  able  to  purchase,  for  so 
small  a  sum,  the  "franking  privileges"  of  the  University.  The  Depart- 
ments of  Law  and  of  Modern  Languages  are  not  included  in  the  above, 
no  arrangements  having  been  made,   as  yet,  for  their  permanent   endow- 
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merit.  As  Scholarships  continue  to  be  sold,  and  donations  and  bequests 
flow  into  the  Treasury,  these  and  all  other  departments  of  a  University 
education  will  doubtless  be  thus  made,  in  effect,  free  to  all. 

BOAEDING. 

No  arrangements  for  boarding  Students  are  made  by  the  Institution. 
Boarding  is  readily  obtained  in  private  families  at  as  moderate  rates  as 
circumstances  will  allow,  and  varying,  according  to  the  expensiveness  of 
living,  from  $2  to  $3  per  week.  In  many  cases  Students  board  them- 
selves. They  hire  a  room  suitably  furnished,  or  sometimes  furnish  it 
themselves,  and  in  this  way  rednce  the  expenses  of  boarding  to  one  dol- 
lar, and  in  some  instances  to  seventy-five  cents  per  week. 

INCIDENTAL  EXPENSES. 

The  cost  of  clothing,  traveling,  etc.,  will  vary  considerably  with  the 
circumstances  and«habits  of  the  Student.  A  strict  economy  is  best  for 
all.  As  a  general  estimate  it  may  be  stated  that  the  whole  expense  of  a 
young  man  in  the  University  need  not  exceed  from  $150  to  $200  per  an- 
num. All  above  the  latter  amount,  it  is  believed,  is  very  generally  worse 
than  thrown  away. 

Parents  having  minor  sons  at  the  University  are  earnestly  requested  to 
select  some  friend  in  Greencastle  to  receive  and  disburse  the  money  neces- 
sary for  their  support.  If  parents  entrust  it  to  their  sons  they  should  not 
complain  if  it  is  squandered,  or  if  consequences*  even  more  serious  should 
ensue.  The  utmost  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Faculty  is  insufficient  to 
prevent  the  evils  in  question.  These  can  only  be  prevented  by  putting 
the  means  of  indulgence  into  the  hands  of  a  trusty  friend,  who  will  ren- 
der regularly  an  account  to  the  parent. 

BOOKS 

Are  furnished  by  the  Students  at  their  own  expense.  For  their  conveni- 
ence, and  to  guard  against  impositions  or  mistakes,  a  supply  of  all  requi- 
site text  books  is  kept  at  the  College,  and  sold  at  the  usual   retail  prices. 
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LAW  DEPARTMENT, 


SPECIAL  CIRCULAR. 

The  Law  School  of  Indiana  Asbury  University,  under  the  direction  of 
Prof.  John  A.  Matson,  A.  M.,  will  hereafter  begin  its  Annual  Session  about 
the  first  of  January.  The  terra  will  correspond  in  length  with  the  second 
term  of  the  other  departments  of  the  University.    See  Calendar  on  page  39. 

Two  classes  are  formed  at  the  commencement  of  each  term — a  Junior 
and  a  Senior.  The  Junior  class  is  composed  of  those  who  are  commencing 
the  study,  or  who  have  not  progressed  far  enough  to  enter  the  Senior  class. 
The  Senior  Class  is  composed  of  the  Junior  Class  of  the  previous  term,  or 
those  of  them  who  may  attend,  with  such  others  as  have  passed  through 
the  course  prescribed  for  the  Junior  Class,  or  one  embracing  substantially 
the  same  branches. 

As  in  the  Junior  class  the  first  principles  are  taught  which  are  to  form 
the  basis  of  after  acquired  knowledge  in  the  Profession,  those  who  can  at- 
tend but  one  term  are  advised  to  enter  that,  unless  fully  prepared  for  the 
Senior  Class. 

The  regular  course  of  study  in  this  department,  is  laid  down,  in  full,  on 
page  30  of  this  catalogue.  It  embraces  studies  which  must  form  the 
foundation  of  a  thorough  legal  education,  and  which,  if  fully  accom- 
plished, will  enable  the  Student  to  enter  at  once  into  the  practice  of  Law 
in  the  Courts  of  Indiana  and  adjoining  States. 

An  important  part  of  the  course  consists  of  a  Moot  Court,  which  is 
held  weekly  for  instruction  in  pleading  and  practice.  An  opinion  is 
given  on  the  mooted  points  by  the  Professor.  Essays  are  read  at  the  same 
time  by  the  Students  on  legal  subjects  previously  given. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  sessions  of  the  Moot  Court  there  will  be  daity 
exercises  in  rules,  motions  and  completing  issues,  so  as  to  familiarize  stu- 
dents with  the  ordinary  practice  of  the  Courts.  This  is  often  neglected 
in  a  course  of  elementary  instruction,  and  causes  much  embarrassment  in 
the  commencement  of  practice  at  the  bar. 

The  Libraries  of  the  Univei-  ity  are  accessible  to  the  Law  Students  on 
the  same  terms  as  to  others. 

Students  furnish  their  own  books,  which  are  kept  at  the  College,  and 
sold  at  the  usual  prices. 

EXPENSES  OP  THE  LAW  COURSE. 

Exclusive  of  Janitor's  fee,  which  is  $2,  each  Student  in  the  Junior  Class 
is  charged  $25,00,  and  each  Student  in  the  Senior  Class  $30,00  per  Ses- 
sion, which  must  be  paid  or  secured  before  entering  the  class.  Gradu- 
ating fee,  $5,00.

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The  Classical  Course  of  Study  is  substantially  that  of  the  oldest  and 
best  Colleges,  and  that  which  has  proved,  from  experience,  to  be  best 
adapted  to  the  attainment  of  a  thorough,  liberal  education.  It  is  recom- 
mended and  advised  in  preference  to  any  other  course.  To  complete  it 
requires,  including  two  years  of  preparatory  study,  six  years. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  upon  those  who  satisfac- 
torily complete  their  course. 

The  Scientific  Course  of  Study  is  so  arranged  as  to  meet  a  growing 
demand  of  the  community  for  a  more  directly  practical  and  less  expens- 
ive education,  curtailing  or  excluding  the  study  of  the  ancient  lan- 
guages, and  extending  the  study  of  those  subjects  believed  to  be  more 
especially  suited  to  the  business  as  distinguished  from  the  literary  or 
professional  pursuits  of  life.  While  it  is  recommended  in  preference  to 
any  irregular  or  partial  course  of  study,  it  is  not  advised  where  the 
circumstances  of  the  student  permit  him  to  pursue  the  regular  classical 
course.  It  embraces  four  years  of  study.  Upon  those  who  satisfactorily 
complete  this  course  will  be  conferred  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Biblical  Department. — For  the  benefit  of  young  men  preparing  for 
the  ministry,  the  Trustees  have  proposed  to  organize  a  Biblical  Depart- 
ment.

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The  exercises  of  each  clay  begin  with  religious  services,  in  the  College 
Chapel,  commencing  at  quarter-past  eight  in  the  morning.  Recitations 
commence  at  half-past  eight,  A.  M.,  and  continue  till  half-past  twelve,  P. 
M.,  one  hour  being  devoted  to  each  study.  Every  student  is  required  to 
recite  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  four  lessons  daily — excepting 
Saturday  and  Sabbath.  On  Saturday  the  only  recitations  required  are 
the  "Weekly  Exercises"  mentioned  in  the  Courses  of  Study. 

Religious  Exercises  are  held  in  the  College  Chapel  on  Sabbath  after- 
noon, consisting  of  series  of  Lectures  by  members  of  the  Faculty,  de- 
signed especially  for  the  Moral  and  Religious  Education  of  the  student. 

On  Sabbath  mornings  the  students  are  required  to  attend  public  wor- 
ship at  such  churches  as  they  may  select,  though  it  is  expected  that  each 
student  will  be  uniform  in  his  attendance  at  the  church  of  his  choice. 


QQ  VSR  N  HI  EMIT. 

The  government  of  this  Institution  is  strictly  parental,  and  it  is  de- 
signed to  be  at  once  preventive  and  corrective.  It  constantly  assumes 
the  moral  sense  of  the  students,  an  drelies  upon  their  sense  of  right  and 
their  disposition  to  right  for  its  efficiency;  yet,  if  in  any  case  these  fail, 
it  has  the  means  at  hand  to  correct  the  evil. 

Whenever  a  student  has  entered  College,  he  is  regarded  as  subject  to 
all  its  laws  till  his  connection  is  formally  closed,  either  by  graduation  or 
otherwise;  and  no  student  will  be  allowed  to  absent  himself  from  College, 
either  at  the  beginning  of  a  term  or  at  any  other  time,  except  by  express 
permission  of  the  Faculty,  and  in  the  case  of  a  minor,  by  written  permis- 
sion of  his  parent  or  guardian. 

Requirements  and  Prohibitions. — Punctual  and  regular  attendance 
at  recitation,  at  public  College  exercises,  at  prayers,  and  at  church,  and 
observance  of  study  hours,  are  required  of  every  student.  Ungentle- 
manly  treatment  of  fellow-students  or  citizens;  disrespect  toward  the 
Faculty;  irreverence  at  church;   amusements,  visits  of  pleasure,  gathering 
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in  groups,  and  noise  in  rooms  on  the  Sabbath;  absence  from  room  at  night, 
on  any  account,  except  to  attend  the  sick,  later  than  ten  o'clock;  loud 
conversation,  loud  laughing,  wrestling,  jumping,  or  other  unnecessary 
noise  in  the  College  building;  leaving  town  without  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  President;  contracting  debts  without  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  parents  or  guardians;  disorderly  deportment  at  boarding- 
houses  or  elsewhere;  permitting  disorder  in  a  room  by  any  person 
whatever;  writing  upon  or  otherwise  defacing  the  College  buildings  or 
furniture;  using  obscene  or  profane  language;  wearing  fire-arms  or 
other  weapons;  visiting  circuses  or  theaters;  card-playing  and  gambling 
of  every  kind;  visiting  drinking-saloons,  drinking  intoxicating  liquors, 
or  even  keeping  them  in  room  or  elsewhere;  unnecessarily  visiting  the 
railroad  depots,  and  all  other  breaches  of  good  morals  or  good  order,  are 
strictly  and  totally  prohibited. 

No  student  habitually  violating  any  of  the  rules  of  the  Institution, 
or  who  will  persist  in  any  criminal  practices  and  indulgences,  will  be 
allowed  to  remain  at  the  Institution. 


All  absences  of  every  student  from  recitation,  prayers,  lectures,  and 
church,  his  deportment  and  his  average  standing  as  a  scholar,  in  each 
department  of  study,  are  placed  in  a  record  prepared  for  that  purpose, 
and  at  the  end  of  each  term,  and  at  other  times,  if  desired,  an  abstract 
of  this  record  is  sent  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  as  are  minors. 
In  estimating  punctuality,  the  first  unexcused  absence  counts  one  demerit 
mark;  the  second,  two;  the  third,  three,  and  so  on.  The  standard  of 
perfection,  whether  in  scholarship),  punctuality,  or  deportment,  is  one 
hundred.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  general  standing  of  each  one  is 
published  before  the  whole  body  of  students  and  in  the  Catalogue.

At  the  close  of  each  term  all  the  classes  of  that  term  are  examined 
upon  their  studies  in  the  presence  of  Examining  Committees,  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  in  part  by  the  Faculty,  and  in  part  by  the  four  Methodist 
Conferences  of  Indiana.     The  examinations  are  public. 

Candidates  for  Class  standing,  other  than  those  who  have  regularly 
pursued  their  studies  at  the  Institution,  are  required  to  pass  special  ex- 
aminations, either  at  the  beginning  or  ending  of  a  term,  no  one  being 
eligible  to  such  examination  who  has  not  paid  the  Janitor  fee  for  that  term. 
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The  last  week  of  the  Third  Term  is  appropriated  to  the  closing  exer- 
cises of  the  year,  including  the  Annual  Examinations,  the  literary  per- 
formances of  the  Philological  and  Platonean  Societies,  the  reunion  and 
literary  exercises  of  the  Society  of  Alumni,  the  Annual  Prize  Perform- 
ances, the  Baccalaureate  Sermon,  Annual  Lecture,  and  the  graduating 
exercises  of  the  Senior  Class. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


The  Indiana  Asbury  University  is  located  at  Greencastle,  forty  miles 
west  of  Indianapolis,  at  the  intersection  of  the  Terre  Haute  and  Rich- 
mond Railroad  with  the  New  Albany  and  Chicago  Railroad. 

The  country  about  Greencastle  is  rolling,  well  timbered,  well  watered, 
fertile,  and  beautiful.  The  place  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  most  healthy 
west  of  the  Alleghany  Mountains.  The  population  are  intelligent,  moral, 
and  religious. 


This  University  is  under  the  patronage  of  the  four  Conferences  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Indiana.  In  the  Autumn  of  1835  the  In- 
diana Conference,  which  then  embraced  the  whole  State,  determined  to 
establish  an  institution  of  learning,  such  as  should  meet  a  long-felt  want. 
The  General  Assembly,  considering  such  an  institution,  "conducted  on 
the  most  liberal  principles,  accessible  to  all  religious  denominations,  and 
designed  for  the  benefit  of  our  citizens  in  general,"  would  be  of  immense 
advantage  to  the  State,  passed  an  act,  January  27,  1837,  establishing 
"The  Indiana  Asbury  University,  which  shall  be  founded  and  maintained 
forever  upon  a  plan  the  most  suitable  for  the  benefit  of  the  youth  of 
every  class  of  citizens,  and  of  every  religious  denomination,  who  shall 
be  freely  admitted  to  equal  advantages  and  privileges  of  education,  and 
to  all  the  literary  honors  of  said  University,  according  to  their  merit." 

On  the  5th  of  June,  1837,  the  Preparatory  Department  was  opened. 
In  May,  1839,  the  first  President,  Rev.  Matthew  Simpson,  now  one  of  the 
Bishops  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  assumed  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  the  various  departments  of  the  College  were  regularly  organ- 
ized. The  first  Commencement  was  held  in  1840,  in  the  chapel  of  the 
University,  which  was  then  just  completed.  At  this  time  the  Faculty 
consisted  of  but  four  instructors.  In  1841,  the  Chair  of  Mathematics  and 
Natural  Science  was  established,  the  President  having  previously  dis- 
charged the  duties  of  this  Department  in  addition  to  his  own.  In  1842, 
the  Department  of  Ancient  Languages  was  divided,  and  the  Professor- 
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ship  of  Latin  instituted.  The  department  of  Natural  Science  was  also 
detached  from  that  of  Mathematics,  and  organized  into  a  separate  pro- 
fessorship. In  1852,  the  Chair  of  Belles-Lettres  and  History  was  estab- 
lished, and  in  1853,  the  Law  School  was  opened. 


APPARATUS  AM  @^II11TB 

The  Philosophical  and  Chemical  apparatus,  though  not  of  the  most  ex- 
pensive kind,  is  sufficient  for  the  illustration  of  all  the  more  important 
principles  of  experimental  Philosophy.  It  includes  the  usual  apparatus  of 
the  laboratory,  a  fine  Achromatic  Telescope,  by  Fitz,  of  New  York,  of  four 
and  one-half  inches  aperture,  complete  sets  of  Polarizing  Apparatus,  Me- 
teorological, Electrical,  and  Magnetical  Apparatus,  of  the  most  approved 
and  effective  forms,  and  various  instruments  for  illustration  in  Optics  and 
Thermotics. 

The  Dowling  Cabinet,  the  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  Dowling,  of  New  Al- 
bany, is  of  itself  an  extensive  and  valuable  collection  of  Minerals  and 
fossils.  Combined,  as  it  is,  with  a  large  collection  of  specimens  obtained 
by  donation  and  exchange,  the  whole  cabinet  furnishes  much  valuable  aid 
in  the  studies  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology.

An  attempt  to  endow  the  institution  in  its  earlier  history,  by  the  sale 
of  perpetual  scholarships,  at  $500  each,  and  of  limited  scholarships  for 
sums  varying  with  the  number  of  years,  having  proven  but  partially  suc- 
cessful, in  1844  a  plan  of  permanent  endowment,  by  the  sale  of  perpetual 
scholarships,  at  $100  each,  was  projected.  Efficient  agents  were  appointed 
to  carry  out  the  plan.  Up  to  the  close  of  the  year  1858  there  had  been 
collected  in  cash  and  notes,  by  the  sale  of  scholarships  for  permanent  en- 
dowment, about  $130,000,  of  which  over  $60,000  had  been  profitably  in- 
vested. The  real  estate  is  valued  at  $30,000.  This  amount  being  insuffi- 
cient to  carry  on  successfully  every  department  of  a  University,  it  is  con- 
templated to  use  means  steadily  to  increase  the  endowment,  by  the  con- 
tinued sale  of  scholarships,  and  the  securing  of  donations  and  bequests. 


LOeRAEIILIS. 

The  Libraries  of  the  University  accessible  to  students,  number  in  the 
aggregate  about  10,000  volumes. 

The  Whitcomb  Library,  the  noble  bequest  of  the  late  Gov.  Whitcomb, 
is  an  exceedingly-valuable  collection  of  books  in  every  department  of 
Literature,  having  been  selected  by  the  lamented  Governor,  in  his  later 
years,  with  the  greatest  care  and  discrimination.  It  numbers  4,500  vol- 
umes, and  is  carefully  arranged  and  preserved  in  a  room  devoted  to  this 
Library  alone. 

The  College  Circulating  Library  contains  over  three  thousand  well- 
selected  volumes,  mostly  purchased  with  funds  donated  for  that  purpose. 

The  Libraries  of  the  Literary  Societies  consist  of  selections  made 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Society  authorities,  and  purchased  with  funds 
derived  partly  from  donations,  and  partly  from  the  sessional  revenues,  it 
being  the  aim  to  devote  annually  a  portion  of  these  revenues  to  the  con- 
tinual improvement  of  the  Libraries. 


Perpetual  Scholarships,  granting  the  right  of  tuition  to  the  pur- 
chaser, his  son  or  grandson,  or  any  person  selected  by  him,  under  certain 
restrictions,  may  yet  be  secured,  by  paying  to  the  Treasurer  or  Agent  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
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Scholarships  conveying  similar  privileges  for  six  years  may  be  had  for 
thirty  dollars,  or  twelve  years  for  fifty  dollars. 

In  the  use  of  these  Scholarships  any  other  person  than  the  son  or 
grandson  of  the  original  purchaser,  must  present  a  written  certificate 
from  the  owner  that  no  compensation  therefor  is  received  or  expected 
from  the  student  or  his  friends.  The  design  is,  to  thus  secure  free  tuition 
to  every  student  of  limited  means,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  field  of 
benevolent  enterprise  is  worthy  the  attention  of  all  persons  able  to  pur- 
chase, for  so  small  a  sum,  the  "franking  privileges"  of  the  University. 
The  Departments  of  Law  and  of  Modern  Languages  are  not  included  in 
the  above;  no  arrangements  have  been  made  as  yet  for  their  permanent 
endowment.  As  Scholarships  continue  to  be  sold  and  donations  and 
bequests  flow  into  the  Treasury,  these  and  all  other  departments  of  a 
University  education  will  doubtless  be  thus  made,  in  effect,  free  to  all. 


No  arrangements  for  boarding  students  are  made  by  the  Institution. 
Boarding  is  readily  obtained  in  private  families  at  as  moderate  rates  as 
circumstances  will  allow,  and  varying,  according  to  the  expensiveness 
of  living,  from  $2  to  $3  per  week.  In  many  cases  students  board  them- 
selves. They  hire  a  room  suitably  furnished,  or  sometimes  furnish  it 
themselves,  and  in  this  way  reduce  the  expenses  of  boarding  to  one 
dollar,  and  in  some  instances  to  seventy-five  cents  per  week. 


The  cost  of  clothing,  traveling,  etc.,  will  vary  considerably  with  the 
circumstances  and  habits  of  the  student.  A  strict  economy  is  best  for  all. 
As  a  general  estimate,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  whole  expense  of  a  young 
man  in  the  University  need  not  exceed  from  $150  to  $200  per  annum. 
All  above  the  latter  amount,  it  is  believed,  is  very  generally  worse  than 
thrown  away. 

Parents  having  minor  sons  at  the  University  are  earnestly  requested 
to  select  some  friend  in  Greencastle,  to  receive  and  disburse  the  money 
necessary  for  their  support.  If  parents  intrust  it  to  their  sons,  they 
should  not  complain  if  it  is  squandered,  or  if  consequences  even  more 
serious  should  ensue.  The  utmost  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Faculty 
is  insufficient  to  prevent  the  evils  in  question.  These  can  only  be  pre- 
vented by  putting  the  means  of  indulgence  into  the  hands  of  a  trusty 
friend,  who  will  render  regularly  an  account  to  the  parent. 
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SPECIAL  OIEOULAE 


The  Law  School  of  Indiana  Asbury  University,  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  John  Cowgill,  will  hereafter  begin  its  Annual  Session  about 
the  last  of  November.  The  term  will  close  with  the  second  term  of  the 
other  departments  of  the  University.     See  Calendar  on  page  40. 

Two  classes  are  formed  at  the  commencement  of  each  term — a  Junior 
and  a  Senior.  The  Junior  Class  is  composed  of  those  who  are  commencing 
the  study,  or  have  not  progressed  far  enough  to  enter  the  Senior  Class. 
The  Senior  Class  is  composed  of  the  Junior  Class  of  the  preceding  term, 
or  those  of  them  who  may  attend,  with  such  others  as  have  passed 
through  the  course  prescribed  for  the  Junior  Class,  or  one  embracing 
substantially  the  same  branches. 

As  in  the  Junior  Class  the  first  principles  are  taught  which  are  to 
form  the  basis  of  after  acquired  knowledge  in  the  profession,  those  who 
can  attend  but  one  term  are  advised  to  enter  that,  unless  fully  prepared 
for  the  Senior  Class. 

The  regular  Course  of  Study  in  this  department  is  laid  down  in  full 
on  page  28th,  of  this  Catalogue.  It  embraces  studies  which  must  form 
the  foundation  of  a  thorough  legal  education,  and  which,  if  fully  accom- 
plished, will  enable  the  student  to  enter  at  once  into  the  practice  of  Law 
in  the  Courts  of  Indiana  and  adjoining  States. 

An  important  part  of  the  Course  consists  of  a  Moot  Court,  which  is 
held  weekly  for  instruction  in  pleading  and  practice.  An  opinion  is 
given  on  the  mooted  points  by  the  Professor.  Essays  are  read  at  the  same 
time  by  the  students  on  legal  subjects  previously  given. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  sessions  of  the  Moot  Court,  there  will  be 
daily  exercises  in  rules,  motions,  and  completing  issues,  so  as  to  famil- 
iarize students  with  the  ordinary  practice  of  the  Courts.  This  is  often 
neglected  in  a  course  of  elementary  instruction,  and  causes  much  embar- 
rassment in  the  commencement  of  practice  at  the  bar. 

The  Libraries  of  the  University  are  accessible  to  the  Law  students  on 
the  same  terms  as  to  others.
